Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not found to be persuasive to 
overcome the 103(a) rejection of record for the reasons stated in the Office action mailed 1/25/07 (pages 2-5); these arguments as applicant points out 
were previously presented in applicant's respone of August 18, 2006. Contrary to applicant's assertion the cited references taken as a whole establishes a 

prima facie case of obviousness under 103(a). Further, Applicant's conclusory statement that there is no specific suggestion or 
teaching in the references to combine the cited prior art is not found to be persuasive as KSR forecloses the 
argument that a specific teaching, suggestion, or motivation is required to support a finding of obviousness (See 
the recent Board decision Ex parte Smith, USPQ2d~, slip op. at 20, (Bd.
